Fellow  Citizens: 


It  is  with  considerable  pride  that  this  report  shows  a  substantial 
reduction  in  motor  vehicle  traffic  deaths  from  the  all-time  high  of 
250  in  1953.  The  221  lives  lost  mean  that  at  least  7,000  persons 
were  injured,  more  or  less  seriously,  and  $24,750,000.00  worth  of 
economic  loss  resulted. 

The  most  disturbing  aspect  of  the  story  of  horror  and  bloodshed  re- 
counted on  these  pages  is  that  this  slaughter  and  waste  continues, 
year  after  year,  across  the  Nation  as  well  as  in  Montana.  It  is 
one  of  the  Nation's  most  severe  problems. 

There  are  some  encouraging  signs  on  the  horizon,  but  Montana  has  a 
long  vjay  to  go  before  its  citizens  and  highway  users  may  enjoy  the 
relative  safety  of  travel  that  exists  in  much  of  the  Nation.  Prob- 
ably as  significant  as  any  omen  is  the  substantial  increase  in  traf- 
fic law  enforcement.   It  is  axiomatic  that  the  accident  experience 
is  the  reverse  of  enforcement  activity,  i.  e.,  as  the  level  and 
quality  of  enforcement  rise,  the  accident  experience  becomes  less 
frequent.  Much  remains  to  be  done  to  bring  enforcement  of  traffic 
laws  and  ordinances  to  that  level  that  it  would  be  a  strong  deter- 
rent. 

Another  omen  of  better  days  is  the  increase  in  public  information 
with  respect  to  traffic  problems.  An  alert,  informed  public  can 
bring  the  situation  under  control  by  being  aroused  to  actually 
doing  something  about  traffic  accidents. 

There  are  additional  forces  which,  when  operating  to  the  maximum, 
can  make  Montana  a  safer  and  better  place  to  live.  We  must  avail 
ourselves  of  every  realistic  means  to  reach  that  point  where  our 
highways  and  streets  claim  less  than  100  lives  annually. 

It's  up  to  all  of  us  to  do  our  part  by  walking  and  driving  as  we 
feel  other  people  should.

Jim  was  under-sheriff  in  Miles  City  when  he  entered  the  Department,  was 
stationed  at  Havre,  Great  Falls,  and  after  a  tour  of  duty  in  the  Seabees, 
was  assigned  to  Livingston,  During  his  time,  Jim  made  many  friends  and 
an  outstanding  record  as  a  law  enforcement  officer.   His  efforts  were 
commendable,  and  praiseworthy.  Deserving  as  he  was,  Jim  accepted  these 
without  affectations.  Jim  never  spoke  of  his  work  as  a  career,  but  the 
manner  in  which  he  carried  out  his  duties  reflected  a  feeling  of  love  and 
devotion  to  the  department  and  his  brother  officers. 

Many  of  the  youth  in  Livingston  will  remember  him  for  his  enthusiastic 

and  unselfish  interest  in  promoting  and  developing  junior  baseball  leagues. 

Jim's  death  was  untimely  and  unfortunate,  but  he  died  doing  the  work  he 
loved.  Duty  prevailed  and  prefaced  his  whole  life.  The  badge  #151  was 
only  a  number,  but  it  has  been  permanently  retired.

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SAFETY  AMD  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  need  for  education  in  the  field  of  traffic  safety  was  forcibly  and  dramatical- 
ly brought  home  when  Govenor  J.  Hugo  Aronson  held  The  Governors  Traffic  Safety  Confer- 
ence in  March  of  195h« 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  over  600  persons  were  in  attendance,  and  their 
willingness  to  support  the  Governor's  program  was  reflected  by  their  actions  in  organ- 
izing and  developing  over  35  County  Safety  Groups, 

Public  education  was  climaxed  last  year  ^idth  the  S-D  Day  program,  which  was 
carried  on  throughout  the  Nation  with  marked  success. 

Montana's  support  was  recognized  by  having  no  fatal  accidents. 

Substantial  progress  was  made  in  Driver  Education.  Many  more  schools  inaugurated 
driver  training  courses  in  their  curriculum. 

The  Advanced  and  Basic  Courses  in  driver  training  were  again  made  available  to  the 
teachers,  and  the  increased  attendance  justifies  expansion  of  this  program, 

A  training  school  for  School  Bus  Operators  was  initiated  and  was  so  successful  it 
will  be  repeated. 

Despite  an  increase  in  traffic,  Montana  along  with  the  Nation  enjoyed  a  substantial 
reduction  in  traffic  fatalities.  An  accomplishment  that  shovild  make  us  all  proud  of  our 
efforts  in  attaining  this  goal. 

Recruit  Training  Program 

A  new  procedure  in  recruit  training  was  introduced  during  the  year,  which  appears 
to  have  been  veiy  successful.  The  Lion's  Sunshine  Camp  at  El  listen  was  used  and  its 
facilities  proved  most  beneficial.  With  the  exception  of  vehicle  operation,  all 
training  activities  were  performed  at  the  Camp, 

Trainees  did  not  receive  expenses  during  the  training  period,  but  were  furnished 
with  board  and  room  by  the  Patrol,  This  arrangement  proved  beneficial  to  both  the 
trainee  and  the  Patrol.  The  trainee  was  able  to  attend  the  school  at  a  much  lower 
cost  than  previous  trainees.  The  Patrol  economized  by  saving  time  shuttling  trainees 
from  one  activity  to  another.  This  arrangement  made  it  possible  to  add  approximately 
ninety  hours  to  the  program, 

Mghteen  men  completed  the  training.  As  of  this  date,  nine  of  the  men  have  gone 
to  work. 

SPECIAL  EMPHASIS  PROGRAMS 

Chemical  Test  Program 

With  only  five  months  experience  in  the  chemical  test  for  intoxication  program, 
some  trends  have  begun  to  develop.  It  appears  that  the  problem  of  getting  subjects  to 
submit  to  either  the  urine  or  blood  has  not  caused  the  problem  that  was  anticipated. 
Patrolmen  making  use  of  this  facility  agree  that  subjects  submit  to  the  urine  test 
more  readily  than  subjects  previously  submitted  to  the  blood  test. 

During  the  five  month  period,  approximately  two  hundred  twenty  five  samples  were 
submitted.  Following  is  a  list  showing  results  of  alcohol  concentration  and  percentage 
of  total  drivers  tested;

Economy  has  been  affected  by  the  new  program*     It  has  provided  all  patrolmen  with  the 
same  opportunity  to  use  the  evidence  of  chemical  tests,    and  has  proven  beneficial  in  our 
outlying  districts. 

Radar 

The  use  of  radar  by  the  department  was  very  limited  during  the  year.  Most  emphasis 
was  placed  on  introducing  and  familiarizing  our  own  personnel  and  enforcement  officials 
with  the  program.   It  appears  that  the  use  of  radar  is  well  accepted  and  will  be  of  much 
benefit  to  the  patrol  in  creating  a  deterrent  to  speed  violators.  During  the  limited 
radar  program,  using  borrowed  equipment,  approximately  8OO  violators  were  stopped  for 
speed  ArLolations  and  some  arrests  were  made  for  other  violations  including  driving  while 
under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquor.  The  increased  use  of  radar  in  the  future 
should  be  helpful  in  reducing  traffic  accidents  in  Montana. 

Aircraft 

During  the  major  holiday  week-ends,   Montana  motorists  were  confronted  with  a  new 
problem — that   of  keeping  one  eye  on  the  road  and  one  in  the  sky.     This  program  was  the 
Patrol's  initial  attempt  to  use  aircraft  in  traffic  law  enforcement.     With  the  use  of 
"walkie  talkie"  radios  by  aircraft  observers,   all  traffic  law  violations   observed  from 
the  air  were  transmitted  to  patrolmen  in  the   area,  who  would  apprehend  and  cite  the 
violator.     This   operation  which  had  wide  spread  advanced  publicity  appeared  successful. 


DRIVER  EXAMINATION  SECTION 

During  the  calendar  year  IS^hs   eight  Driver  License  Examiners  conducted  55, 9Ul 
examinations.     12^011  failed  the  first  attempt,   1,8U0  failed  on  the  second  try  and  353 
were  unsuccessful  the  third  time  and  had  to  wait  for  six  months  before  trying  again. 
The  Driver  License  Examiners  traveled  a  total  of  103, 5U8  miles,    going  to   and  returning 
from  their  various  stations. 

The  Driver  License  headquarters  office  had  a  busy  year  too.     Besides  processing 
the  new  Driver  License  applications  from  the  Examiners,   17U,228  Driver  Licenses  were 
issued.     1,785  letters  were  written  to  the  Patrol  Board  requesting  revocation  or 
suspension  of  Driver  Licenses.     Each  month  a  new  list  of  the  revocations  and 
suspensions  was  sent  to  each  law  enforcement  officer.   County  Treasurer  and  Judge  in  the 
State.     1^5066  duplicate  Driver  Licenses  were  issued.     More  than  25,000  pieces  of 
correspondence  were  received  and  answered.     75,000  Driver  Licenses  renewal  reminder 
post  cards  were  mailed.     Approximately  1,200  requests  for  information  by  radio  and  tele- 
phone were  received  and  handled.
